All the 
Missions, too, for the conversion of Russian 
Tartary have been suppressed, on the ground 
that no Russian subject shall be converted or 
baptised, except by the Greek clergy,—while 
the Greek clergy make no etfort whatever for 
the extension of faith among their own 
wretched tellow-countrymen. They care 
nothing for the cure of souls, and spread 
around neither consolation nor instruction.— 
And yet the Emperor claims at the point of 
the sword, the protection ot the Christians in 
the Sultan’s dominions, and the title of Cham- 
pion of the Orthodox faith.

Tragedy ending in Farce. 

We alladed in) our last number to the bru- 
tal assault made upon the editor ot the Chron- 
in one of our public streets, by the tather 
of me Bateman Children. We expressed 
our opinion at the time ot the criminality of 
the otlender, and of the severe punishment 
he deserved-at the hands of the law. ‘This 
sentiment was shared. by the great mass ot 
our citizens, and their wishes were that  jus- 
tice should have its course without ampedi- 
ment or delay, and such a rebuke be admin- 
istered to the guilty party as would prove a 
salutary lesson to him and to all similar ot- 
fenders. 

The case in the meantime was taken into 
the Recorder's Court, and by this magistrate 
and the lawyers it has been settled.  Bate- 
man was fined three hundred dollars! For 
making an assault upon one of our eitizens. 
beating him down, firng at him when held 
down by some ol the conspirators, and then, 
mn his rage, discharging some ot his shots

Destructive Fire. 

Our city was visited on Monday morning 
by a fire more destructive than any we have 
experienced since the summer of 1851. It 
originated in the kitchen of the Golden Gate 
Hotel, on the north-west corner of Davis and 
Oregon streets, and such was the combusti- 
bility of the materials that in five minutes 
the whole building was in fames. There 
was some unaccountable delay in sounding 
the alarm frem the City Hall bell, conse- 
quently the fire engines were tardier in ar- 
riving at the scene of operations than they 
would otherwise have been. And when they 
did arrive, their immediate efforts to extin- 
guish the fire were thwarted by the want of 
water, it being low spring tide.- This defect 
was, however, soon_remedied by the indefati- 
gable firemen, who lowered several of their 
engines into vessels in the harbor, from which 
their suction pipes could reach the water : 
others were coupled together, to enable them 
to reach the distant cisterns; and in one in- 
stance, four engines were thus united, the 
first taking the water from the cisterns and 
supplying the second, the second supplying 
the third, the third the fourth, and the fourth 
throwing a delaging stream on the crackling 
flames. Owing to these various delays and 
a breeze from the west, the fire spread rap- 
idly in every direction, leaping from house to- 
house and from store to store, and crossing 
wide streets at a single bound. The inmates 
of the Golden Gate Hotel had barely time to 
escape with their lives; several threw them- 
selves from the second and third story win- 
dows, breaking their arms or legs, and other- 
wise seriously injuring them. The same

The city is located 
in one of the finest agricultural districts in 
the State, some eight miles west of Mount 
San Bernardino, on a level plain of rich allu- 
vial deposit, that has been accumalating for

The city plat, as now surveyed, contains 
one square mile, which is subdivided into 
blocks of eight acres, and which are also di- 
vided into lots of one acre each. The prices 
of fy lots are one hundred dollars each, 
an 
two lots, comprising one quarter of a block. 
The streets are laid out, running east and 
west, and north and south, and intersect 
each other at right per and are five rods 
wide, twenty feet of which is reserved on 
each side for sidewalks and ornamental trees. 
Every rod of the city can be irrigated by 
neve failing streams of water, running from 
the mountains on the east, and from the Ca- 
jon Pass on the north. | | 

The first settiement was made by a com- 
pany of Mormons, in September, 1851, from 
the Valley of the Great Salt Lake, number- 
ing, according to the census taken at their 
first Conference, five hundred souls. Never, 
perhaps. has the the agricultural resources ol 
a country been more rapidly developed than 
has this settlement. Roads have been laid 
out into the mountains, and a vast amount of 

expended in order to make them avail- 

able in bringing down their lumber. Saw 
mills have been erected, both steam and wa- 
ter power, and others are in progress, as the 
demand for lumber is constantly increasing. | 
Many of the city lots are sold, and houses 
are going up as if by magic. It was estimat- 
ed by some of the carpenters with whom we 
conversed, that three hundred houses would 
be built the nt season. Many of their 
houses are being constructed of unburnt 
brick of small size, and make a very fine ap- 
pearance. = 
Their crops will be abundant, and we 
learned would be gathered in good condition, 
as there were tive reapers and also a large 
amount of Indian labor that could be called 
into requisition to aid in harvesting. 
The writer says there are no dram shops 
there, the license for selling liquor being too 
great to admit of the traffic ; and no billiard 
saloons nor gambling houses, and consequent- 
ly, no loafing vagabomls nor sharpers.
